During  the  year  a total  of  16  samples  were  taken  for 
Ban teriological  examination,  of  water  from  wells  and  rain  water 
storage  systems  supplying  either  single  private  properties  or 
groups  of  dwellings.

Consultations  and  other  preparatory  work  in  respect  of  these 
schemes  is  well  advanced  and  it  is  hoped  that  work  at  Pentraeth 
will  be  commenced  by  late  1966  or  early  1967. 

The  extent  to  which  the  Rural  District  is  provided  with  main 
drainage  is  that  the  villages  of  Newborough,  Brynsiencyn, 
Llanfairpwll,  Star  Penmynydd,  Gaerwen,  Holland  Arms,  Dwyran, 
Malltraeth,  Bethel  and  Hermon  are  served  by  public  sewers. 

There  are  also  19  small  treatment  plants  serving  Council 
House  estates  in  parishes  not  provided  with  main  drainage.

Refuse  is  collected  wholly  by  direct  labour,  the  nurnose- 
made  harrier  Lorry  is  supplemented  as  need  arises  by  the  Council’s 
orumary  lorry.

There  is  a workman  employed  full-time  at  the  uj,  and  the 
work  is,  as  far  as  is  practicable,  without  the  aid  of  earth-moving 
equipment,  being  carried  out  in  accordance  with  the  recommendations 
of  the  Ministry  of  Health.  During  the  summer  months  the  tips 
are  regularly  treated  with  insecticide  and  frequent  visits  are  also 
made  to  prevent  infestation  by  rats  and  mice. 


Litter  bins  have  been  provided  at  bus-stops,  lay-bys,  and 
other  places  frequented  by  visitors  and  are  emptied  regularly. 


During  jbhe  summer  an  earth -moving-machine  was  hired  to 
prepare  further  tipping  space  at  the  Porthamel  tip,  and  further 
progress  and  negotiations  took  place  to  obtain  land  as  a refuse 
depository. 

Preliminary  enquiries  are  now  taking  place  with  a view  to 
re-organizing  this  service  so  as  to  provide  a once  weekly 
collection  throughout  the  district. 


PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

Up  to  the  end  of  1965  the  Council  had  provided  one  public 
convenience  at  Llanfairpwll  and  the  one  under  construction  at 
Llanddwyn  Beach,  Uewbo rough,  has  now  been  completed. 

There  is  a noticeable  increase  in  the  number  of  visitors 
to  the  district  every  year  and  from  the  public  health  aspect 
alone  it  is  obvious  that  more  public  conveniences  are  required. 

The  need  for  additional  sanitary  accommodation  in  certain 
parts  of  the  foreshore  is  apparent  and  this  matter  will,  no  doubt, 
be  given  early  consideration.
